Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 24 to include the limitations of the 
objected claims and claims 1, 4-8, 10-11, 13, 24-25, 27-28, 33-36 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Pasco: LaPointe et al. ; Lu et al. ; and Huang do not disclose: 

• At least one light source, in which light of the light source is guided and emitted 
from an operation member having translucent properties via an optical 
waveguide, where the at least one light source is detachable from the region that 
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contains phosphor, where the operation member is constituted by a plurality of 
keytops. 

• A region that contains phosphor, which is separate from the light source, for 
emitting visible light by being excited by the light from the light source, the 
region that contains phosphor is in a path through which the light of the light 
source is guided, where the region that contains phosphor is a portion surrounding 
the light source contained in the vicinity of the light source. 
Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1, 4-8, 10-11, 13, 24-25, 27-28, 33-36 are allowed.
